"THE POWER OF CONGRESS?

The Popular Idea That the Bank Lends 

Money Is a Delusion. 

The bank manufacturers bank credit 
out of the people’s money and the people’s 
confidence and lends it to whomever it 
will in exchange for the borrower’s less 
known credit plus his security. The bank 
turns ont its eredit in two general forms: 
bank notes and check accounts; but the 
point is that bank credit, in whatever 
form, constitutes practically our entire 
medinm of exchange and it is necessary to 
understand how it is issued and the effect 
it has upon personal and national inter- 
ests. 


This fiction that a loan is a deposit is ° 


convenient and apparently harmless and 
works no injury in itself, but like all other 
fetions, when it is mistaken for truth it is 
dangerous and does ‘great harm. ‘To show 
the effect of the operation of this fiction 
we-will continue the analysis of our bank 
business. 

The bank, up to this stage, has loaned 
but $985 on which it has made a profit of 
fifteen dollars. Now it goes on making 
loans in the same way up to say two hun- 
dred thousand dollars. It does not seem 
possible that a bank with but ten thousand 
dollars capital and only fifty thousand 
dollars cash deposits could loan two hun- 
dred thousand dollars, but this is not only 
possible, but what is still more remarkable 
is that it will still have the sixty thousand 
dollars cash left, and probably more, Our 
bank’s statement would then be: 

Resources Liabilities 
Cash. .....$60,000 Capital..$ 10,000 
Loan Deposits..247,000 
Dise’nts 200,000 Profit .... 3,000 


$260,000 $260,000 
Our Financial System Is Founded on the 

Fallacy of Gold Redemption and Con- 

ducted by the Fiction That a Loan Is a 

Deposit. 

Here we see the practical and prosaic 
banking business indulging in legerdemain 
more wonderful and much more profitable 
than taking eggs, dishes of water and live 
birds out of an empty hat. As individuals,

~taken for truth and,:as a nation, we are 
‘not only-fooled, but we are enslaved by it. 


_ When fiction is mistaken for truth it is 
dangerous and always enslaves those who

Most 
state law and the national bank law re- 
quire each bank to carry a certain reserve 
which depends upon the state, the kind of 
accouits carried, and whether a city or a 
country bank is concerned. This amount 


is called the ‘‘legal reserve’’ and it is a - 


certain percentage of the deposits which 


must be held either in the bank’s own * 


vaults, in the form of ¢ash or approved se- 
curities,-or to its credit by a feserve agent. 
Banks are required to carry a larger re- 
serve against demand deposits than 
against savings deposits -because the lat- 
ter are protected by the requirement. of 
-notiee before withdrawal. The légal -re- 
cerve ranges from five to . eighteen per 
cent. 

For our purposes, it will be assumed 
that the bank is 
per cent reserve. The sixty thousand dol- 
lars in cash now available, therefore, fixes 
the limit of deposits at six hundred thon- 
sand dollars. Of this amount, fifty thou- 
sand dollars has been deposited in the 
form of cash which, deducted from the 


amount fixed by law’as the limit of de- ~ 


posits, leaves a balance of $550,000 issua- 
ble as bank credit. This passes for money 


in the form of checks and drafts and con- . 


stitutes about 95 per cent of our medium 
of exchange. It is in no way distinguish- 
able from the cash deposits on the bank’s 
books. 

The bank does not coin money, but it 
does issue or coin its credit which has 
superseded the use of money and thus the 
bank ousts the government from the exer- 
cise of its most vital function. .This raises 
a question even<mere serious than is in- 


volved in the proper solution of our finan- - 


cial troubles. To appreciate the serigus- 
ness of the situation, we must revert to 
thad provision of the Constitution which 
says the federal gavernment alone shall 
have the right to coin money. Surely it 
was never contemplated. by the framers of 
our basic law that this right should be 
limited to the minting of metal tokens or 


the issuance of a small portion of other | 


currency. It means that congress, and 
congress alone, shall control the issuance 
of the entire medium of exchange. 
Section 8 of Article T of the Constitu- 
tion ‘says: - ~ 
“The congress shall have power 
to coiti money and regulate the value 


{hereof ** * ’? and Section 10 of the same | 


Article provides that: 

“No state shall * * * coin money; emit 
bills of credit; make anything but gold 
and silver coin-a tender in payment of

Tf ‘to coin money’? means to issue the

happiness. : 


Thesé bad results are generally ac- 
counted for by.économists and financial 
writers by saying that over-production has 
caused the. low prices and consequent cur- 
tailment in prodiction,-when the truth is 


-that the people have been denied the uso 


of the greatest public utility and thus their 
purchasing power has been lowered. The 
desire for the goods has not been:lessened 
but the wherewithal necessary to gratify 
the desire and erystalize it into demand is 
lacking.

‘It must be perfeétly clear to even the 
casual observer ‘that the root of the whole. 
trouble lies in the aenial of the use of the 
most necessary pyblie- utility by the pri- 
vate interests whieh control’ it.

- the use of this public necessity was denied 


because the powers - controlling it were 
selfish, corrupt or just afraid of inflation 
or business conditions is of ‘no interest. . 
The-point-is that as long as thie <xedturk” 
is privately controlled, the use of it will 
be a privilege to be granted or withheld 


by the interests in, control;-and on their 
is prevented. from-applying-his-energy-to--—-- 


. the resources of the country and the com- 


action depends the happitiess and well be- 
ing of the whole community, These in- 
terests are the arbiters of every man’s 
success and the custodians of progress and 
prosperity for the whole community, just 
as those who controlled the railroads = 
when that great public utility cwas: under 
"private control. To overcome this condi- 
tion the use of the medium of exchange 
must be a right-inherent in every citizen. 


There are many other reasons why our 


-medium of exchange must be publicly con- 
* trolled which will appear later. 


It makes no differencé what the medium 
used to facilitate exchange may be. It is 
a’ public utility and must therefore be 
publicly controlled. Since we are now 
using bank credit and it is the best me- 


_ dium yet developed we should keep right 


on using it, for violent changes should al- ~ 
ways be avoided where possible. If any 
one can suggest a better method of pub- 
licly controlling it than the one I have 
suggested it is their duty as.a citizen to do 
so, for this country can never enjoy the 
blessings of liberty and democracy for 
which our boys fought until this is done.
